Within sixty (60) days of the date of theinitid filing of a bankruptcy petition each debtor
or debtor-in-possession shdl file any and al state and loca tax returns which are due bu
unfiled as of the date of the filing of the bankruptcy petition. Said returns shal include
dl income, edtate, gift, sales, excise and employment tax returns.

These returns shdl be filed with the gppropriate taxing body.

Thereafter each debtor or debtor-in-possession shall timely file al required tax returns.

FEDERAL TAXES

Within sixty (60) days of the date of theinitid filing of a bankruptcy petition each debtor
or debtor-in-possesson shdl file any and all federd tax returns which are due bu unfiled
as of the date of thefiling of the bankruptcy petition. Said returns shdl include all
income, edtate, gift, excise and employment [including Forms 941 and 940] tax returns.

These returns shall be file with the IRS, Specia Procedures Function. P.O. Box 628,
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 15230.

Thereafter each debtor or debtor-in-possession shall timely file al required tax returns.

IRSASSESSMENTS

In every Chapter 7, 11, 12 and 13 case filed heredfter, the IRS shall be deemed not to be
in violation of the automatic stay provisons of the Bankruptcy Code, 11 U.S.C. 8362,
when it assesses prepetition tax ligbilities and/or deficiencies and/or adjustments with
respect to any voluntarily filed return or agreed upon deficiencies, lighilities and/or
adjustments.

As used herein the term ?assess” shdll be defined to mean the formal recordation of the
debtor’ stax lihility(ies) on an assessment certificate together with the recordation into

the IRS books, records, and computers of such supporting information as the name of the
debtor-taxpayer, type of tax(es), taxable period(s), and specific amount of each type of
tax.

Any statutory lien which arises by virtue of the assessment described herein is deemed to
be avoid pursuant to 11 U.S.C. §545.

Nothing herein authorizes the IRS to file, record or otherwise prefect any lien arising by
virtue of the assessment described herein. Any lines so filed, recorded or otherwise
perfected in violation of this Order shdl be considered aviolation of 11 U.S.C. §362
which may subject the IRS to sanctions. However, nothing herein shall preclude the IRS
from providing the debtor, the debtor’ s attorney, the trustee, the court, and such other
parties as may be directed by the court, with a notice of the assessment described herein.

Nothing herein shdl be deemed to affect the distribution, status or priority attributable to
the IRS in any casefiled.

The IRS hereby is granted leave to retain any tax refund due a debtor or debtor-in-
possession, such retention by the IRS not to exceed a period of sixty (60) days after
submission by the debtor or debtor-in-possession of awritten request for the refund.

Said written request shall be addressed to IRS, Specia Procedures Function, P.O. Box
628, Pittsburgh, PA 15230, and copies of same must be filed with the United states
Trustee, Room 319, Federa Building, 1000 Liberty Avenue, Pittsburgh, PA 15222, with
any trustee appointed, and with the Clerk of the U.S. Bankruptcy Court, Room 1602
Federad Building, 1000 Liberty Avenue, Pittsburgh, PA 15222,

Said written request must include: (1) Taxpayer |dentification Number [SSN or EIN]; (2)
taxable period; (3) type of tax; (4) anount claimed. In lieu of thisinformation the

request should be accompanied with a copy of the actua claim file which gaveriseto the
refund.

By virtue of the 60-day |leave granted herein such action by the IRS hereby is deemed not
to be a contemptuous violation of the automatic stay provisions of the Bankruptcy Code,
11 U.S.C. 8362.

Failure by any debtor or debtor-in-possession to comply with paragraphs 1 and 2 of this
Genera Order shall result in the issuance of a Rule to Show Cause why debtor or debtor-
in-=possession should not be held in contempt of Court and/or why other appropriate
sanctions should not be imposed.

Any violaion of this Order by any taxing body shal result in the issuance of aruleto
Show Cause why the taxing body should not be held in contempt of court and why
sanctions should not be imposed.
